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REID STATEMENT ON PRESIDENT OBAMA’S FY 2010 BUDGET PLAN 

 
Washington, DC—Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid made the following statement today after

“We have inherited the most severe economic crises in generations.  For eight long years, the 
priorities in the President’s budget were not the priorities of the American people.

“We are also are making critical investments in our future by promoting renewable energy to end 
our addiction to oil, helping more Americans get to and graduate from college, and making sure 
more Americans can access and afford the care they need to stay healthy.  And for the first time, 
the President is transparently including in his budget the costs of the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan rather than hiding them in later supplemental bills.
